An alarming aspect in the pattérn of crime in America {s that 
eertain manufacturers have. deliberately ‘allied ‘themselyes with 
racketeers.as a means of controlling labor relationships. 

In Detroit, the Senate Crime Committee turned up four. in- 
stances in which large industrial concerns awarded lucrative con- 


tracts to.gangsters or men who had underworld connections. 


Typical was the link between Santo (Sam) Perrone and: the .

Perrone - barely..can_ read and 
write’ English.” He went to work 
more than 40 years ago as.a-core-

"the area. Perrone insisted he never 


_ even had. discussed. labor problems 
with John A. Fry, company presi- 
dent, and Mr. Fry: testified -he nev- 

er had heard of any labor difficulty 
or any. physical WESEREE. at: the 
plant. 

‘Around. 1934, ‘iswaven there was 
a serious strike when a union made 
a strenuous. effort to: organize the 
stove works. Twelve years later, 
Fry told a grand jury, investigating 
labor rackets that during the dis- 
pute’ “E- talked .with some. of the 
fellows in: the ‘plant, including the 
. Pérrones, and I wanted to know 
whether or not-we could: get some 
help to.come in, and they said they 
thought they could. ; 

“There was some fights :outside 
the gaté on the part of the. pick- 
ets attacking. the.men when: they 
came in to’ lunch. I think, afler the 
first day we had.75 or 80 police- 
men around.the plant.” 

‘Shortly ‘after this violent strike 
Santo. Perrone, the coremaker, Was 
given a contract to purchase. and 
haul away’, the scrap from the 
stove works... Thus, the illiterate 
Mmantial: laborer ‘acquired an in- 
come: which ‘in recent years’ has 
‘netted him: between $40,000 and 
$65,000 a year. He lives in a Juxuri- 
ous mansion, drives a costly car, 
and has’ been able to lend large 
sums pf money. 

The company. also took care of 
Santo’s brother, Gaspar, changing 
its coremaking department to a 
subcontractorship,’ Using company 
materials and. the same company-

Little Lost Lambs

locate her stray lamb by its smell, 
which would mean sniffing through 
an-entire herd. Most ewes are con- 
scientious mothers but some take 
maternal duties with exasperating 
indifference, 

One remedy is to imprison the 
| ewe with her lamb, holding the 
‘mother still while the baby feeds, 
= she ‘accepts responsibility, If 


the ewe refuses, she 1s marked for- 
mutton and her lamb must be cared 
for in other ways. Clothed in the 
skin of a dead lamb, the unwanted 
‘bum’? may be adopted by the 
dead lamb’s mother. Otherwise the 
‘bum’ must be penesed by the 
herder, : 
After lambing season, from March 
through May, the herder looks for- 
ward to shearing in June.

CORN OR GRASS: 


With all the current emphasis 
on grass silagé, Ed Rebman, 
county agricultural agent, : this 
week pointed» out the difference 


between grass silage’ and corn 
silage. 

He told Charlevoix county 
farmers that. there are some 
points to keepin -mind when 
changing over to the silo with 


legume. or legume-grass mixtures 
in it. 

In short hay crop silage is low- 
er in total digestible nutrients 
and especially in net energy than 
well-eared corn silage ona dry 
matter basis. That’s because corn 
silage contains a large amount 
of grain. 

This difference may be largely 
offset by the fact that most hay 
crop silage has higher protein 
content than corn silage does. 
Less protein supplement -there- 
fore is needed when legume sil- 
age is fed. Often no protein sup- 
plement is required when hay 
silage is fed, 

Because grass or iebume silage 
is lower than corn silage in TDN 
and not energy on'’a dry matter 
basis than well-earned corn sil- 
age, if may be necessary to feed 
higher producing cows a little 
more krain with grass or legume 
silage, Rebman said. 

Your cows .may be finicky 
about. eating the grass mixture 
at first—it isn’t as palatable as 
good corn silage—so don’t expect 
grass silage to disappear from in 
front of the herd as fast as-corn 


silage.

That warning comes from Dave 
Steninicke,.. extension safety 
specialist at Michigan Stae .Col- 
lege. Keeping the tree in water 
will also prevent needles from 
shedding, 

Safety neasures begin as soon 
as the tree in brought. home, If 
the tree is purchased or cut early, 
keep. it in a cool place, such’. as. 
a shed or a garage, where it | will 
be protceted from drying ‘winds. 

Before tha-tree is to be bro- 
ught“into the house, the. eng of. 
the trunk should: be cut diagonal- 
ly at least an inch above the. ori- 
ginal cut end. Stand the tree at 
once in a container of water and 
keep the water level. above .-the 
eut surface during the - entire 
time the tree is in the house. 

When this treatment with. wat- 
er is starteq in time, it will: pre-. 
vent. the needles. from drying out 
inflammable. . It 
will also slow the fall of needles | 
of species like spruce, which los- 
es needles. very quickly in con- 
trast to balsam fir; which retains: 
its needles even after branches 
have become dry. : 

As a special precaution against 
fire, a fire-retardant coating can 
easily be made at home. - One 
simple formula calls fora pint of 
water glass (sodium silicate) and 
4 tablespoons of water contain- 
ing a detergent or wetting agent. 
This is enough to cover a. 4-foot 
tree when applied with a hand 
spray. It produces a shiny, trans- 
parent colorless . coating ‘which 
will make the tree fire-resistant.
